DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the after final amendments of 7/19/2007. It is 
noted that claims 17 and 19 have been amended and claim 27 is new. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 7/19/2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The newly added limitations to amended claim 17 were not previously 
presented in the dependant claims and therfore require further consideration and 
search. 

3. In response to applicant's argument that the "cross sectional area of the 
refrigerant go-around passage is substantially uniform": Examiner maintains the 1 12 
rejection that this limitation is not clearly shown and appears to be contradictory. 
Figures 2A-2C do not appear to show a substantially uniform cross-section of the 
refrigerant go-around passage 34 especially at the first 34b point at the top of Fig. 2A as 
well as at the end of the passage where 34 approaches 33 (also at the top of Fig. 2A). 
Therefore, the rejection of claim 34 under 35 USC 1 12 is upheld.
